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In response to the USPTO correspondence of 12/9/03 regarding application restrictions, 
the Non Slip Dive Ballast and Mold System was thought, by applicant, to be a single unit. Upon 
review of the recent discoveries of the patent examiner, it is the understanding of the applicant 
that the application is a consideration of two distinct and separate classes and subclasses. 
Therefore, applicant has elected to focus on the Non Slip Dive Ballast hereinafter referred to as 
a diver's weight.
